Washington, D. C., July 10.—[Special.]— 
fhe Controller bay incident promises, after 
the dust has cleared away, to go down in 
history as an attempt to make a mountain 
eut of a mole hill. 

The vital question involved ig whether or 
not the president and former Secretary of the 
Interior Richard A. Ballinger gave a monop- 
oly of exit to the gea for a railroad connect- 
ing with the rich coal mines of southwestern 
Alaska. No such monopoly has been grant- 


The shore line of Controller bay is twelve 
miles in extent. Up to date only four 
claims, aggregating less than 640 acres, with 
a shore frontage of less than 500 rods, have 
been filed. These have not been approved. 

There remains, consequently, a long shore 
line available for other railroads. Four pro- 
posed lines have made approximate locations 
within six miles of the entire Controller bay 
shore line. 


Must Consider Public Interest. 
Even admitting that only one railroad 
terminus were possible upon Controller bay, 
the question the president and the secre- 
tary of the interior would have to decide, 
if a claim were filed upon that location, would 
be whether the public interests justified them 


in approving the claim and thus permitting a 


monopoly. 

In other words, would it be proper for 
them to deny the claim, thereby closing the 
exit for Alaskan coal, and advantaging the 
coal properties of the United States. The 
answer to this is obvious. 

The president and Secretary Fisher will 


gend to both houses of congress within the 


next day or two detailed responses to the 
resolutions passed by both the senate and 
house with reference to the railroad situation 
at Controller bay. They are confident the 
policy pursued by the administration in this 
matter will be approved by the country when 
understood. 
Rodsevelt Made Forest Reserve. 
Shortly before the Cunningham coal claims, 
which are located in the hinterland of Con- 
troller bay, became @ subject of such bitter 
con ersy, President Roosevelt issued an 
creating whet is known as the Chugach 
National Forest, which extends from the 
ghore of Controller bay back into the in- 


terior of Alaska. 
James J. Ryan, promoter of the Controller 


Railway and Navigation company, sought 


to obtain a terminus on Controller bay for 
the railroad. Ryan saw Mr. Ballinger, then 
secretary of the interior, and subsequently 
President Taft. He claimed he was not a 
representative of the Guggenheims, and in- 
deed it was the understanding that he and 
the financiers behind him were antagonistic 


to those interests. 
As a matter of fact, the Guggenheimes 


glready had built or were building a rail- 


road in southwestern Alaska and it was 


‘hardly likely they would want another pene- 


trating the same region when they could 
have fun a spur from their line to the 
‘Cunningham mines in case their efforts to 
@tain those mines had been successful.

FISHERMAN RESCUES TWO 


Four Chicagoans have been drowned and 
three more narrowly escaped drowning, with- 
in the last forty-eight hours. 

The first day of vacation for three Chi- 
cagoans was transformed into a day of trag- 
edy yesterday. Two were drowned in Lake 
Marie, near Antioch, lil, a few minutes 
after starting on a fishing trip. The acci- 
dent happened as the result of attempting to 
change seats in a rowboat. 

The men were Cornelius Wilson, 1241 West 
Monroe street; William Wagner, 1936 North 
Sawyer avenue, both employed at the Moxley 
livery, 1231 West Monroe street, and William 
Ackerly, 1241 West Monroe street, a bar- 
tender at the saloon of James Perry, Green 
and West Madison streets. 


Went for Week’s Outing, 

The trio went to Dressei’s hotel at Lake 
Marie on Sunday afternoon, intending to 
spend a week at the resort. When Wilson 
and Wagner started out on the lake in a 
rowboat, Ackerly walked along the lake 
shore. Soon he heard cries for help and 
saw his two companions struggling in the 
water, their rowboat floating overturned a 
few feet away. 

Ackerly hastily secured another boat and 
with others rowed to where the men were 
seen. By the time they. arrived at the spot, 
however, both had disappeared. The body 
of Wilson was recovered, but up to a late 
hour Wagner's body had not been found. 


Boy Seized with Cramps. 

Bugene Kennedy, who lived at One Hun. 
dred Thirty-fifth street and Sawyer avenue, 
was drowned Sunday afternoon while swim- 
ming in a clay hole in the Fox stone quarry. 
He was 19 years old. 

Boy Scouts camping at Druce Lake, near 
Waukegan, made ineffectual efforts to save 
Louis Koraleski of Chicago from drowning 
Sunday afternoon. Koraleski, who was 23 
years old, had gone to Waukegan for an out- 
ing. Two friends who had accompanied him 
had rowed out in the lake, while he swam 
near the boat. Suddenly he sank. 


Fisherman Saves Two. 

Almost exhausted by clinging to their cap- 
sized boat in the lake about a mile off Castie- 
wood terrace, W. T. Schulties, a real estate 
dealer, Winthrop avenue and Winona street, 
and A. J. Kutschera, a garage owner, 4222 
Evanston avenue, were rescued yesterday 
afternoon by Peter De Rock, a fisherman. 
~ Ernest Raymond of Chicago was rescued 
from Lake Michigan yesterday afternoon. 

Startinng from Michigan City. Ind., ina 
shall boat, he had planned to spend the after- 
noon fishing. Some distance from shore he 
lost control of his small craft and, at the 
mercy of a strong off-shore wind, was car- 
ried rapidly out in the lake. 

Powerless to aid himself, he had drifted 
almost out of sight, when Daniel Holands- 
worth, James Benson, and Bert Silvey of Lo- 
gansport put out to rescue him. Fully ftr- 
teen miles they pursued him in @ small sail- 
boat before they finally overhauled him.

By virtually unanimous action the city 
council last evening took the first step to 
create and develop with the city’s waste 
long stretches of public lands along the 
Chicago lake shore. 

A few desultory attacks were made, on 
such charges as that this work might inter- 
fere with the construction of an outer har- 
bor and that it might pollute the oity's water 
supply, but they disappeared. and only two 
sidermen voted against Alf Charles M. 
Foell's resolution requestiag important re- 
ports on the subject from city officials and 
others. 

His presentation of the subject to his asso- 
ciates, with a strong plea for its adoption, 
followed a study of the possibilities in this 
direction appearing in THe TRIBUN® after 
the plan had been brought to the public eye 
by Charles H. Wacker, chairman of the 
Chicago plan commission. 


Says 100 Acres Can Be Built Annually 

In support of his motion Ald. Foell urged 
that 100 acres of land could be built an- 
nually by using dirt from building excava- 
tlons and similar work, and that the present 
method of dumping it in the lake eight miles 
from shore is a menace to the public health. 

‘“‘Hundreds of acres of land have beep 
created by the Lincoln park commissioner« 
and the south park commissioners,’ he 
began, “and we are throwing aWay millions 
of cubic yards of material such as they used 
in this work. Some of it is deposited in the 
lake beyond the eight mile Mmit as required 
by the recent federal act, and the reat is re- 
moved to distant portions of the city, in both 
cases at an unnecessary expense and with no 
resultant utilization of such material for any 
public purpose. 


Federal Act Permits Plan. 

“This same federal act permits the dump- 
ing of this material behind suitable break- 
waters, and the disposition of it in this man- 
ner would result in the creation of large 
areas of immensely valuable land along the 
lake shore, ideally suited for public parks 
and playgrounds, and readily accessible to 
the great mass of the people. We should 
stize the opportunity at once.” 

his resolution directed the corporation 
counsel to report upon the city’s pcwers to 
empty its refuse behind breakwaters as 
he proposed, it directed the commissioner 
of public works to report the amount of 
waste material suitable for this work, the 
cost of its removal by the present methods, 
the saving that would be made by the pro- 
posed methods, the extent of the land that 
could be created, and its value. 


Looks to Help Harbor Plan. 

Tt also asked whether such waste cou!d not 
be used in filling in between the mouth of 
the river and Rando!pt street, the land to be 
used in connection with prospective harbor 
development. 

It also requested Health Commissioner 
Young to report whether the breakwater 
method would endanger the water supply, 
and on the relative results from a sanitary 
standpoint of the present and the proposed 
methods. 

The resolution also invited the Chicago pian 
commission to advise the council whether the 
suggested mode of disposing of the city’s 
waste could be used in conjunction with the 
commission plan for the development of outer 
driveways. : 

Favors Bauler Gas Rate. 

The city council manifested its intention 
of passing the Bauler gas ordinance, which 
fixes the rates to be charged for gas at an 
average price of 701-5 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet for the next five years. 

The proposed ordinance was submitted to 
the council by Ald. Charles Twigg. chairman 
of the gas, oll, and electric light comrmittee, 
which recommended its passage ata meeting 
held in the afternoon. It was ordered deferred 
and published and if present plans are fol- 
lowed it will be called up for passage at 
the last council meeting dDefore the summer 
vacation, which will be heid next Monday 

ht. 
y council turned down Ald. A. J. Fisher's 
plan of arbitrating the differences between 
the People’s Gos Light and Coke company 
and the city. Ald. Fisher introduced a reso- 
lution providing for the selection of five com- 
missioners to determine 4 fair rate to be 
charged for gas.

The conference was held in Mr. Lorimer’s 
offices in the Rookery and lasted from 8 
o'clock until nearly midnight. 

The invitations were sent’ out by the sen- 
ator himself, written on letter heads of fhe 
United States senate committee on expendi- 
tures in the navy department. The letter 
eaid:

Subject Discussed Not Learned.

200 FLEE EARLY MORNINGFIRE; 
TWO WOMEN ARE BURNED. 


Blaze in Norwood Apartment Building 
Drives Out Tenants and Causes 


$25,000 Damages. 


One hundred and Ofty families were driven 
from the six story Norwood apartment bulild- 
ing, 8000-3006 Indiana avenue, early this 
morning by fire. 

Two women were burned. They are: 

Mrs. Lucile Smith, hair burned off. 

Miss Caroline Harlan, face and arms badly 
burned. 

The upper three stories of the building were 
destroyed and the loss will exceed $25,000. 
The cause is unknown. 

The building contained twenty-four apart- 
ments. The fire is belleved to have been 
caused by crossed wires on the fourth floor. 
It broke out at about 2 o'clock in the morn- 
Ing and was through the roof before all of 
the occupants had escaped. 

They found egress by the stairways. eleva- 
tors, outside fire escapes, andotherg were 
earried down by firemen. -

Peavey Grain Company Sends 
Notices of Discontinuance 
ofits Business. 


TWO BANKS ARE INTERESTED 


Cflicers of First National and of the 
Corn Exchange Hold Meetings; 
Say lhey Are Secured. 


RUMORS OF SUICIDE ARE DENIED

Close upon the death of James Pettit. whe 
was found dead from drowning in Lake Mich- 
igan near the Moraine hotel Saturday morn- 
ing, Came an announcement yesterday of the 
retirement from business of the firm of which 
he was president and general manager. 

At 5 o'clock last evening a number of tele- 
grams were sent out by the Peavey Grain 
company to itsvagents and customers all 
over the country. It was stated that owing 
to the death of Mr. Pettit the company had 
decided to retire from the commission busi- 
ness in Chicago. 

The Peavey Elevator company, which is @ 
separate corporation and whose trademark 
(PV) may be seen on the elevators of al- 
most every agricultural center in the country 
and on lake and Mississippi steamboats, is 
not affected, however. 

The retirement of the grain company fol- 
lowed meetings of officers of the First Na- 
tional bank, the Corn Exchange Nationa! 
bank, and possibly other Chicago financial 
institutions yesterday afternoon. 


Inquiry of Banks Follows Death. 

The tragic ending of Mr. Pettit’s life is 
said to have a significant bearing on this 
action. It is pointed out that the inquiry 
was set afoot by the banks on the first bust 
ness day following his death. 

An official of the Corn Exchange bank 
put the amount of the money involved at 
$750,000. He said, however, that hetbeught 
the banks would be secured by the ware- 
house’ certificates for wheat put up as col- 
lateral and also by the Peavey interests jn 
Minnesota, though the Peavey Grain com- 
pany is a separate corporation from the Pea- 
vey Elevator company. 

“Our directors held no meeting today,” 
said this Corn Exchange official, “ but some 
of the officers of our institution got te- 
gether and discussed the matter of the 
Peavey company's debt to the bank. I 
think @ committee was appointed to leok 
further into the matter.” 

“The Peavey Grain company has done a 
big business with us for a long while,” said 
an officer of the First National bank. ‘‘These 
loans were not under my care and I knew 
practically nothing of them until a short 
time ago, further than that they existed. I 
do not believe loans of such an amount would 
have been made had the security not seemed 
ample.” 

The statement that the banks were fully 
protected from loss was emphasized. 


Denies Suicide Rumors. 

These developments cast 4 shadow of mys- 
tery back over Pettits death. Rumors of 
suicide began to circulate as soon as the mat- 
ter with the banks became known. They were 
not based on any known evidence and simply 
were the result of the queer, lonely drowning 
of Pettit, plus the suspicions that come with 
the knowledge of a financial tangle. 

“I don’t believe it,” said George B. Marcey, 
president of the Armour Grain company, the 
last man to talk to Pettit and also a lifelong 
friend. ‘“‘ He came to me in the dining room 
of the Moraine hotel, where I was getting my 
breakfast, sat down at my table, and taiked 
of his early morning dips in the lake He 
invited me to go with him then, but I told 
him I couldn't. We made an engagement for 
the next morning. Jim Pettit didn’t kill him 
self.”’ 

Question of His Insurance». 

Intimate friends of Mr. Pettit last night 
said that he had only a smal! amount of in- 
surance, which he had carried for some time, 

“That mgy be so,” said another friend, 
“but I heard today that he got $20,000 only 
tbree months ago in the New York Life.” 

In one of Pettit’s life policies hig little son 
is the beneficiary, the amount being set apart 
as a trust fund to educate the boy. Another 
policy was made in favor of Mrs. Pettit. 
Also there is a Fidelity and Casualty policy 
for $25,000. The company has secured a copy 
of the inquest proceedings and wiil demand @ 
post-mortem examination. 


Office Force Busy at Night. 

It was at5Sp m yesterday that the Peavey 
Grain company sent out telegrams to agents 
and customers stating that, owing to the 
death of Mr. Pettit, the company had decided 
to retire from the commission business in 
Chicago, confining its efforts in the future to 
elevator operationa. 

Customers with open eccounts Were re- 
quested to transfer them to other firms The 
notice was signed by F. T. Heffelfinger and 
F. B. Wells of Minneapolis. who have been 
in charg® of the business since Mr. Peavey’s 
death. Mr. Heffelfinger is the husband of 
one of the Peavey girls of Minneapolis. 

The notice of suspension read: 

Owing to the death of our president, 

Mr. Pettit, we have concluded to retire

them for you, if you prefer us to do so.—

The offices of the Peavey Grain company,

until late last night. Samuel T. Graff of

One of 
them said he did not know whether it would 
Be his last day's work or not. 

The Peavey company did an immense buai- 
mess on the board. When incorporated it 
Was with a comparatively small capital 
Boon the volume of its transactions grew 
so large that some surprise was expressed 
that so much business could be done on 
#0 small a capital. Shortly after this com- 
ment began general the capital stock was 
increased. 

Brokers conversant with the firm’s busi- 
mess last night expressed surprise at the 
news of ite retirement from business. They 
were not greatly surprised, however, to hear 
cf the banking situation revealed by Pettit’s 
death. 

“ There have been a lot of things going on 
that we did not understand and could not 
ee We 
knew ‘the firm must have lost heavily tn the 
last two years on ‘ straddles,’ but we guessed 
that what we saw was only one-half the 
trade—that is, that while they lost here the 
other end of the trade was in Minneapolis, 
where they made up their Chicago lbsses.”’ 

The company was not spoken of as being 
a heavy dealer in the big line of May wheat. 

Mr~Pettit himself was not a wealthy man. 
He rose in the ranks of the Peavey Elevator 
company, coming to Chicago from Minneapo- 
lis to take charge of the grain company. He 
is said to have had a small interest in the 
firm, deriving his actual income from his 
salary as manager of the firm. 


Quitting Commission Business. 

Cc. W. Lane, associated with Mr. Pettit as 
manager of the commission branch of the 
grain company, said last night that the 
main office in Chicago dealing in future com- 
missions, as well as ail the branch offices 
of the company engaged in the same form of 
trade, located in Buffalo, New York City, 8t 
Louis, and Minneapolis, would be discon- 
tinued at once. The Chicago office of tbs 
Peavey Grain company, he said. would mere- 
ly be concerned taking care of the South 
Chicago elevators and other country eleva- 
tors in the tributary to Chicago. 

“ We are retiring from the future commis. 
sion business because Mr. Pettit was the 
only man connected with the Peavey Grain 
company who was familiar enough with the 
future market in Chicago to operate the en- 
tire commission business of the company. 
The Chicago speculative market is different 
from that of any other section of the coun- 
try, and we had no one to take Mr. Pettit's 
place. 

“Then, again, we are cash grain people 
and we operate grain warehouses and coun- 
try grain elevators. That is our original 
field and. we are going back to it exclusively. 

“The books of the company are being au- 
dited. We have been working on them evér 
since I took charge of the office. When a 
man in charge of such a large business as 
Mr. Pettit dies suddenly, it is usual] to audit 
his books. We have found everything in 
excellent shape as far as we have gone in 
looking over the books. 

“ As a matter of fact. we would be audit- 
ing the books about this time if Mr. Pettit 
had lived, for this is the closing season fo” 
last year’s crop and the opening up of the 
mew crop.” 


» Drowns in Two Feet of Water. 
Mr. Pettit’s body was found face downward 
in about two feet of water off the beach at the 
Moraine hotel in Highland Park Saturday 
morning, about an hour and a half after he 
is thought to have entered the water.. 
There was a heavy contusion on the right 
temple, swollen and discolored as ls possible 
only when received during life. This kept 
the coroner’s jury in session for some time 
before the verdict of “‘ accidental drowning ” 
Was reached. The presence of the mark was 
explained by the nearness of a floating log. 
Mr. Pettit’s failure to be ready for his au- 


- tomobile at the time he was in the habit of 


starting for his office in the city started his 
chauffeur on a search for him, and Mrs. 
Pettit remembered her husband had spoken 
of going to the lake foraswim. The chauf- 
feur discovered the body floating a little 
later. 

He had been a member of the board of trade 
for several years, and was prominent in 
business affairs even outside of his connec- 
tion with the big grainconcern. He also was 
a member of numerous clubs, among them 
the Umon League. Chicago, University, Mid- 
day, South Shore Country, Exmoor, and Chi- 
eago Yacht clubs 

Mr. Pettit was born in Alliance, O., forty- 
two years ago. He attended the University 
ef Minnesota and later received the degree 
of bachelor of philosophy from Oberlin col- 
lege, Ohio. Immediately after graduating he 
entered his father’s office With the Minne- 
gota and Dakota Elevator company at Min- 
neapolis. Since 1901 he had been president 
of the Peavey Grain company. 


; Heffelfinger at Funeral. 

Frank T. Heffelfinger, president of the 
Peavey Elevator company, came from Minne- 
apolis Sunday morning to consult Mr. Lane 
regarding the closing up of the company's 
commission business, and to attend the fu- 
neral of Mr. Pettit. - He acted as pallbearer 
at the funeral of Mr. Pettit. and left last 
evening for Minneapolis. 

The funeral was held yesterday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock with services at the Chicago res- 
idence, 49 Cedar street. The body was in- 
terred in Rosehill cemetery. The funeral 
was attended by all the ofhcers and employés 
of the Peavey Grain company 


WILL CONTIND E ELEVATORS. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 10.-—[Special.}—Ac- 
cording to announcements here the death of 
James Pettit caused the decision of the Pea- 
vey Grain company of Chicago to dfscon- 
tinue its brokerage business. The company 
will continue operating its terminal eleva- 
tors in Chicago and will conduct a general 
warehouse business, according to F. B. 
Wells, vice presicent of F. H. Peavey & Co. 
ef Minneapolis. 

“Mr. Pettit managed our brgkerage busi- 
ness down there,” Mr. Wells explained, 
“and when he died there was no one avail 
able to succeed him in that department, so 
we decide to discontinue it. , 

“Mr. Pettit was president of the Peavey 
Grain company, the stock of which, though it 
is an independent concern, is owned by F. H. 
Peavey & Co. The books of the Chicago 
company have not been seen here and con- 
sequently we know nothing of the details 
ef its condition. 

“Creditors of the Peavey Grain company 
may be assured of one thing, however. if 
the company is found to be Involved, it will 
pot in any way affect F. H. Peavey & Co., and 
the creditors of the Peavey Grain company 
will lose nothing."’

These findings were sent to the city coun- | 
cil last evening as the opinion ef the munici- | 
pal law department.

The opinion was made public following a 


final public hearing on the subway question | 
by the committee on local transportation. | 


Declarations that the council now is in a 
position to “ get down to hard work” and 
formulate its final plans for its underground 
traction system followed. 


What City Has Right to Do. 

The conciusions of the opinion: 

The city has the general power, without 
fu..her enabling legislation, to own and 
construct a system of subDWways. 

The city has the right to construct a sys- 
tem of gubways by day iabor if the statute 
passed by the last general assembly is a 
valid one. in the absence of such legislation 
the city would not have the right so to do. 

The city has the right to construct a sys- 
tem of subways by contract for local trans- 
portation of passengers. 

“The city has no right to construct or own 
a system of subways for the transportation 
of merchandise. 

The city has the right to provide for under- 
ground municipal utilities owned by the city. 

The city, in the construction of the system 
of subways, is not limited to its present 
needs, but may provide for its future growth. 

The city may allow utilities owned by indi. 
viduals and private or quasi-public corpora- 
tions to use a portion of the space in the 
subway, provided such use does not in any 
way interfere with the primary object of 
street railway transportation. The expense. 
however, of reconstruction and readjustment 
of such utilities must be borne by such in- 
dividuals or corporations. 


Has Power to Lease System. 

The city has no power to operate a street 
railway in the system of subways without 
a popular vote approving of the proposition. 
The.question was submitted to the people 
and was defeated. 

The city has the power to leage the system 
of subways constructed by it to railways in- 
corporated under the laws of the state for 
the purpose of operating street railways for 
a term not exceeding twenty years. 

The city has the power to issue bonds for 
the construction and equipment of subways, 
provided said bonds are a lien upon such 
property and income only, and are not in- 
cluded in the bonded debt of the city. 

The city has the right exclusively to pledge 
and pay the traction fund as interest upon 
such bond issue and to use any portion of 
such fund for the purpose of funding such 
bonds. 

The city has the right further to use any 
net revenue received, either from the opera- 
tion or the leasing of such subways when con- 
structed, for the purpose of retiring such 
bonds. 

How Bond Issue Can Be Used. 

The city has the power to pay out of such 
bond issue the cost of reconstruction or re- 
placement of underground municipal utilities 
owned by itself which may be disturbed by 
the bullding of the subways. 

The city has no power to pay out of such 
bond issue the cost of reconstruction or re- 
placement of underground municipal utili- 
ties owned by individuals and private or 
quasi-public corporations which may be dis- 
turbed by the building of the subways. 

For the information of the council upon 
the city’s present unexercised bonding pow- 
er, Corporation Counsel Sexton appended a 
report of City Controller Traeger that $12,- 
TU0U.385 in bonds would be available for im- 
mediate use in subway construction if the 
voters should approve such an issue. 


Gives Harbor and Subway Plan. 

A comprehensive plan, inéluding a pas- 
senger subway system, an outer harbor, a 
boulevard link between the north and south 
sides with large warehouees and 4 high 
permanent bridge over the Chicago river, 
was explained to the council loca) trans- 
portation committee during the day by Shir- 
law D. Gookins, secretary of the Chicago 
Subway Arcade and Traction company. 

All these things, Mr. Gookins says, can be 
built for $95,912,000. Financiers in New 
York and Engiand are ready to furnish the 
money, J. P. Morgan was mentioned as one 
of the baickers. 

Mr. Gookins’ plan provides for a subway 
system, 5¥ miles in length, stretching out 
from the downtown district under the 
principal, thoroughfares of the city. The 
cost is estimated at $71,912,000. 

Construction of an outer harbor is made 
a part of the plan because.the dirt removed 
tin the construction of the subway can be 
used at building it. The, cost of constructing 
the harbor is estimated at $9,. 0,000. 


$15,000,000 for Boulevard Link. 

The boulevard link, with warehouses and 
a bridge over the river will cost $15,000.000, 
according to the plans. The subway system 
provides for a number of loops and transfer 
points in the downtown district. A number 
of through routes also are proposed, as well 
as a termina! in Grant park, between Mon- 
roe and Randolph streets 


BID FOR 10,000 STREET LIGHTS. 


Two Concerns So Near Together on Fig- 
ure Sanitary Trustees Wil] Hold 
Special Meeting. 


Contracts for 10,000 additional street lights 
for the city will be discussed at a meeting 
of the engineering committee of the sanitary 
board of trustees today. The bidders for the 
contract are the General Electric company 
and the Steve Arc Light company, and the 
bids are so close together that ata meeting of 
the committee yesterday it was impossible to 
reach a conclusion. A gpecial meeting of the 
trustees wil! be held Thursday. Action upon 
the report of the engineering committee will 
be taken.

Kansas City, Mo., July 10.—Driven by «e 
fifteen mile wind from the southwest, seven 
88,000 feet capacity gas balloons and one of 
40,000 feet capacity salled away today in 
the nationa! balloon race. 

The two leaders in the contest will be priv- 

ileged to sail two of the three balloons that 
wil represent the United States in the James 
Gordon Bennett cup race, which starts from 
here next Oct. 4. 
_ As distance is the object of the contest, It 
is not improbable that some of the balloons 
may travel near Chicago, in which direction 
all are sailing tonight. 

When last heard from four of the contest- 
ants were sailing over Gallatin, Mo., seventy- 
six miles northeast. Two other racers had 
passed Holt, Mo., thirty miles northeast. 
The seventh balloon is reported to have been 
last seen going east from Hamilton, Mo., 
forty-eight miles northeast. At Hamilton 
one of the aeronauts was scooping out much 


ballast and gradually rising, apparently in 


an effort to firid a better air current, Non@¢ of 
the balloons has been identified while in the 
air. 

Only one balloon that left the fleld today 
has alighted. That is the pilot balloon To- 
peka I. It landed near Polo, Mo., about % 
o'clock tonight. 

Not a serious accident marred the start. 
Five of the aerial craft got away in what 
experienced balloonists said were perfect 
starts. 


Pilot Balloon Makes Start. 
The first balloon to leave the fleld was the 
Topeka I., of 40,000 feet capacity, and not a 


regular entrant. It was permitted to start

The new ordinance, which was prepared by 
Mr. Hoyne, prohibits the gas company from 
imposing penalties for delays in the pay- 
ments of bills. It provides a fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than $200 if a rate 
in excess of the maximum is charged. 


Votes for Repeal Ordinance. 

@he committee also voted to recommend 
for passage a repealing ordinance submitted 
by Mr. Hoyne. ‘The proposed ordinance, if 
passed, will repeal sections 6, 7, and 9 of 
the ordinance passed Feb. 14, 1906, and regu- 
lating the price of gas for five years. 

The repealing of these sections will be 
another blow at the People’s Gas Light 
and Coke company. Section 6, which it is 
proposed to eliminate, approves the consol- 
idation and leasing of gas companies. This 
right already exists by virtue of a state 
law, it ts deciared, but the present ordi- 
nance is a recognition of that right. There- 
fore it is planned to eliminate that recogni- 
tion from,the ordinance. \ 

Section 8 released the Ogden and the Uni- 
versal gas companies from making Ppay- 
ments of 6% per cent of their gross: earnings 
to the city, as required by their frinchise 
ordinances. if this section is repealed the 
city may be able to colleet approximately 
$30,000 annually from the Ogden Gas com- 
pany. 

Draw Up New Auto Laws. 

The first systematic plan for utilizing the 
recent grant of increased powers in the regu- 
lation of automobiles by thé legislature wag 
presented to the council and a proposed or- 
dinance approved by representatives of the 
police of the city and the three park boards. 
It embodies all of the suggestions already 
presented to the council and includes several 
other regulations. 

Among its prohibitions are the following: 

“Cutting out’ of mufflers, 

Noxious smoke, gas, steam, or odor. 

Discharge of embers. oll, or fuel. 

Siren whistles and “ loud or unnecessary ” 
noise. 

Headlights casting light more than four 
feet above ground. 

Operatidn by person legs than 18 years old. 

Operation by cripples in both feet. 

Obstruction of driver’s view by passenger. 


Arrest Made Easier. 

The manner of prosecution for all offenses 
will be changed by the ordinance. It pro- 
vides that an offender shall be asked for his 
license card and that upon the policeman’s 
being satisfied that he is the owner of the 
card he shall be notified to appear in the 
Municipal courts tne following morning. In 
the event that he Goes not appear the police- 
man will swear out a warrant for his arrest. 
The finea provided range trom $5 to $100 tor 
each offense It was referred to the judiciary 
committee, 

Health Commissioner Young’s request for 
en ordinance authorizing his department to 
control the issuance of bathing suite at pri- 
vate beaches Was referred to the health com- 
mittee. Ald. Ellis Geiger’s resolution for an 
investigation by the fire and buildings ae- 
partments of all stables housing more then 
four horses was sent to the building commit- 
tee.

Janovsky Held in Seat. 

Little old business was called up for Ppass- 
age, as matters presented at the previous 
meeting Thursday, July 6. had not been pub- 
lished a sufficient length of time.

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HEAT STOPS AIRSHIP PLIGHT 


Trip from Atlantic City to Wash- 
ington Interrupted. 


FIGHT AGAINST RIG ODDS. 


Journey Will Be Resumed Today by 
Atwood and Hamilton. 


Baltimore, Md., July 10.—[{Special.)—For 
the first time in the history of aviation, hot 
weather has stopped an airship flight. 

Harry N. Atwood and Charles K. Hamil- 
ton, who left Atlantic City, N. J., at 5:04 
a m. today in the latter's biplane, bound 
for, Washington, were forced to descend at 
Stemmer’s Run, Md., on account of the in- 
tense heat and the accompanying humidity. 

Stemmer's run is eight miles from Balti- 
more. The aviators traveled approximately 
148 miles with only one stop, that’ at Farp- 
hurst, Del., for gasoline. 


Will Try Again Today. 

Four futile attempts were made during the 
day to start. Besides the absence of wind, 
the aviators sufiered the handicap of tail 
grass, which interfered with their opera- 
tions. The attempt to fly to Washington 
tonight was abandoned, and an effort will 
be made to get away at 4a. m. tomorrow. 
Atwood said they would stop at College park 

The tale of the aerial journey as told by 
Atwood was one of a fight bitterly cen- 
tested against heavy odds. ; 

“ We worked over the machine until after 
12 o'clock last night," said Atwood, “ and it 
was nearly 1 o'clock when we retired... We 
had several hours’ sieep, and had little trou- 


ble in starting. ; 


First Part of Flight Delightful. 

** The first part of the tight was delightful. 
The morning air was not 60 warm, but the 
humidity gwas high, and even at first we 
had a great deal of troubje in getting any 
speed or elevation. At no time during the 
flight did we reach an elevation of more than 
250 feet. 

‘ Striking out along the line of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, we followed the track 
and fought to get elevation enough to clea 
the telegraph wires. Sometimes we were 
obliged to leave the railroad tracks because 
we were dangerously near the ground. We 
were racing trains, too, and we could not 
get on the track for that reason. 

“One hour on the line was passed with 
clearance of only about eighteen feet, and 
the trees almost Drushed the wheels of the 
machine at some points. We landed at 
Stemmer’s run simply because the machine 
would net go any further under the weather 
conditions.”’

PEKIN THEATER OWNER DIRS 


R. T. Motts, Negro Politician and 
Sporting Man, Passes Away. 


GOT START IN 
Came to Chicago Poor Boy and At- 
tained Unique Success. 


“POLICY.” 


Robert T. (Bob) Motts, one of the most 
widely known negroes in the country and a 
political power in the “ black belt’? of Chi- 
cago, died yesterday at his home, 4110 Calu- 
met avenue, after an illness of several weeks. 
He was 50 years old. 

He owned and managed the Pekin theater, 
the only playhouse in the world managed and 
operated excNagjvely by negroes. Most of the 
leading actors and actresses of his race pro- 
cured their startin his place. Motts was well 
known in sporting circles and owned a couple 
of saloons. 


Policy Winnings Give Start. 

Motts was born in Washington, Ia., on 
June 2, 1861. He came to Chicago twenty 
years ago. “Bob” was thrifty, and got 
his start to wealth through winnings at 
policy years ago, when he was associated in 
the game with Patsy King. When the au- 
thorities stopped the game Motts turned his 
attention to the saloon business. 

When he sought an amusement license as 
a back room attraction to his first saloon 
the authorities laughed at him and told him 
such a permit would be granted provided he 
erected a full fledged theater, andy it wasn't 
long before he met requirements. 


Played for Mrs. Palmer. 

The people he procured as attractions 
showed such abélity that the theater soon 
became famed. The theater was running 
only a short time when Mrs. Potter Palmer 
engaged the whole company of negro player- 
folk to entertain her guests at a lawn féte. 

The poor people of his native town, who 
were ‘ Bob’s”’ childhood playmates, were 
regular pensioners of his. He will be buried 
in his home town. Death was caused by 
leukemi. !

Suit to set aside the second will of Levi

husband, James Rowlett, Mount Clare, IIL. 

Moore died in their house when he was 90 
years old. The first will was found by the 
Rowletts shortly afterward, The second 
will is now produced after a lapse of four 
years, according to Attorney C. Van Alen 
Smith. 

Mr. Smith represented William H. Moore, 
the son of Levi Moore’s brother, William 
Moore, and some twenty other heirs who live 
in Sutton Bridge, England. He contested 
the first will, alleging that Levi Moore was 
not of sound mind when he died and that he 
was induced to make the Rowletts heir to hig 
property through ae subterfuge. 

The present suit will be contested on a simi- 
lar basis by Attorney Smith as representa- 
tive of the children of Moore’s sister and 
his two brothers. The property involved 
amounts to about $75,000.

gan boulevard, the Chicago river, and Pine 
street as far north as Chicago avenue

hotel yesterday afternoon by President 
Schilling of the board of loca] tmprovementa, 
and was approved by those of the plans com 
mission still present . 

Just Defore this action was taken the com- 
mission decided to submit what bk known as 
“Plan No 3” to thé board There was 
Dttle argument before the matter was put 
to a vote. 

This will not mnterfere with action upon the 
Plan for the widening of Tweith street, which

What “Plan No, 3” Provides. 

“Plan No. 8” contemplates the widening 
ef Michigan boulevard from Randolph street 
to the river, the conetruction of a new 
bridge at Pine street, instead of Rush, and 
the continuation of a double decked boule- 
vard and teaming street, connecting the 
north with the south side by way of Pine 
street, as far as Ohio, and a continuation of 
a widened boulevard as far north aa Chicago 
avenue. 

According to these plans, Michigan avenue 
north of Randolph street to the river will be

MICHIGAN JURIST DIES QUICKLY. 


Justice F. A. Hooker of State Su- 
‘preme Court Victim of Heart 
Trouble. 


Auburn, N. Y., July 10.—Frank A. Hooker, 
fustice of the Supreme court of Michigan. a 
resident of Lansing, Mich., died suddenly in - 
the New York Central station early today. 

During the night Justice Hooker suffered 
an attack of heart trouble and decided to re- 
turn home this morning by train. He had 
just entered the New York Centra! station 
when he suddenly fell forward and was 
picked up dead. ’ 

He was elected Supreme justice for ten year 
terms in 1898 and 1008. From 1878 until 1892 
he was judge of the judicial circuit. During 
17302 and 1908 he was chief justice of the

COURT DECLARES 


Grand Jury to Stop Carry- 
ing of Weapons. 


Telling of 548 Homicides 
in 601 Days. 


Judge Marcus Kavanagh of the Superior 
court, In charging the July grand jury yes- 
terday, called attention to an article pub- 
lished in THz TriIsuNB on June 16, telling of 
the crime wave which swept over Cook coun- 
ty, resulting in 5&8 homicides in 601 days. 
The court condemned pawnbdrokers and 
others who sel! firearms to minors and called 
upon the inquisitors to inaugurate during the 
present session a crusade against the carry- 
ing of concealed weapons. 

Judge Kavanagh declared it was futile to 
fine a man $5 or $10 under the city ordinance 
for carrying concealed weapons. He said 
allowing a man to get off thus lightly wes 
simply offering encouragement to others with 
criminal intent to take the chance of the 
small fine. The.remedy ie to be found, he 
said, in the enforcement of the state law, 
which provides for a fine of $200 or about 
nine months at labor in the house of correc- 
tion. 


“A Homicide a Day.” 


“The great number of homicides which 

were set forth in an article published in Tuz 
TRIBUN®D can be traced directly to the fre- 
quency of people carrying concealed 
weapons,” said the court. “If we are to 
seek out and destroy the root of the evil we 
must make special efforts to curb the sale of 
deadly weapons. 
“There is an average of one homicide a 
day in this community—one instance every 
day where the life of one individual Is sac- 
| rificed at the hands of another. If such 
a condition of affairs existed twenty-five 
years ago the whole country would be 
shocked. But today it receives but passing 
notice. 
“ Human passions are the same today and 
human motives are the same, consequently 
there must be some reason outside of human 
nature itself for the alarming increase of 
homicides. 


Refers to Crime Wave. 


“The situation is not peculiar to Chi-. 
cago alone; it is much the same throughout 
the country Statistics show that there 
were 10,000 homicides in the United States 
last year. 

“I am firmly convinced tet the cause 
of this universal crime wave is due to the 
prevalence of carrying concealed weapons. 
A provocation which twenty-five years ago 
would have been answered with a blow is 
now repaid with e knife thrust or a shot 
from a revolver. 

* There must be instituted a vigorous oru- 
sade against selling firearms to minors. A 
boy is attracted to a revolver as a baby 
to a stick of candy. And most of the crimes 
committed in Chicago are done by boys of 
from 18 to 20 years old. 

“The crusade should be begun by re- 
turning indictments against witnesses as 
well as principals when the evidence showg 
they were armed. 


Sale of Weapons to Minors. 
“Investigation should be made into the 
sale of firearms to minors by pawnbrokers 
and others. In this I hope we will have the co- 
operation of all the municipal and county 
judges. 

“The criminal classes carry concealed 
weapons generally. It has been found that 
convicts out of jail for only two or three 
days have provided themselves with re 
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carrying of concealed weapons dangerous the 
number of hgmicides will be greatly 4de- 
creased. The results of a vigorous crusade 
wil] not only be relief to Chicago from this 
terrible crime wave, but its effects will be

Is More Important than Ever. 


CITES RECIPROCITY IDEA. 


Former Premier Declares Empire Must 
End Cobdenism Now.

LONDON, July 10—At a banquet tonight 
in honor of Joseph Chamberlain, who wag 
unable to be present, Mr, Balfour, the for- 
mer premier, declared that Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s imperial policy was growing more im 
portant every day. 

He imagined that everything that had hap- 
pened or was happening or was going to hap- 
pen in the relations between Canade and the 
United States, and everything that was going 
to happen regarding the great complex situa- 
tion brought about by international treaties 
would cause incomparable trouble for the 
British foreign office in the future. 


Could Have Avoided Trouble.

HUNDREDS DEAD IN STORM 
IN JAPAN; MANY SHIPS LOST. 


Sweeps Coast with Tidal Wave De- 
stroying Vessels Large and Small, 
with Their Crews. 


Seattle, Wash., July 10.—Details of the 
great storm on the Japanese coast June 20 
were brought by the steamship Kumeric, 
which arrived today from the Orient. Sev- 
eral hundred lives were lost and many ships 
destroyed. 

A tidal wave swept the port of Alaska, 
where the water rose five feet and the Miye 
Maru was washed ashore, At Nagoya, where 
the water demolished the breakwater, the 
Kanon Maru, 1,200 tons, was thrown upon 
a pier and twenty-four sailing vessels and 
junks were wrecked. 

It was estfPmated that seventy vessels 
were wrecked or damaged between Yokoichi 
and Nagoya. 

Along the coast of the Aichi prefecture 
more than 500 vessels, large and small, were 
reported as wrecked or damaged, while many 
lives were lost.. The damage to agricul- 
tural products was estimated at 1,000,000 yen 
in the Aichi prefecture alone. 

In Nagoya 135 buildings collapsed and 
870 were damaged.

DEFECTS FEARED 
IN NEW 4TH LAW 


Backers of Ordinance Against 
Use of Fireworks Defer 
Action on Passage. 


LISTS INJURIES IN CITY. 

Statistician Gives Committee Ta- 

ble Showing Accidents and 
Factors Causing Them. 


Although the proposed ordinance prohibit- 
ing the use of fireworks except by licensed 
exhibitors was recommended for passege by 
the city council yesterday, a new question 
of its effect has raised a doubt of its desir- 
ability even in the mind of its author. 

Whether a permit by the mayor for an ex- 
hibition, properly safeguarded, would not 
permit the use of explosives and fireworks 
of any form by the exhibitor, caused the 
trouble. There now is in the municipal code 
an ordinance prohibiting the use of toy pis- 
tols, firearms, dynamite canes, cannon crack- 
ers, and similar dangerous explosives, and 
the proposed measure repeals all previous 
ordinances in confiict with it. 


Permit for Using Explosives. 

It provides that fireworks of the explosive 
sort, even those that explode in the air, shal! 
not be discharged in the city except upon a 
permit issued by the mayor, 
“I don’t know whether this would permit 
the use of cannon crackers and other fire- 
works now absolutely prohibited,” said Aid. 
Charles M. Thomson, “ and I shall have to 
look into that question before passage of the 
ordinance is asked by the council.”

Fifty Years from Now. 


Edgewater the Cradle of Liberty.

IICAGO, July 11, 1961.—Yesterday wit- 

nessed the unveiling in Edgewater of the 

great bronze statuary group in vcommem- 

oration of the heroic sons and daughters 

of Edgewater who fifty years ago fought 
to a glorious victory the long drawn out battle 
to remove the bars and bolts and time locks 
from Lake Michigan. Those of the presenc day 
accustomed to the great bathing beach along 
the entire water front of Chicago from Harri- 
son boulevard, the extreme northern limits of 
the city, and which also forms the dividing line 
between Illinois and Wisconsin, and Five Hun- 
dred and Thirty-first street, the southern boun- 
dary of our metropolis, which passes through 
what was once the center of the old city of 
Gary, Ind., can hardly realize that at one time 
Lake Michigan was sacred and that under the 
constitution of the United States nobody had a 
right to look at it, as it belonged exclusively 
to those who dwelt along its edge. The owners 
of the lake used to spread tarpaulins over the 
section they claimed as their own, so that the 
lake wouldn't get wet at night, and if they 
caught a fish swimming in their lake they would 
send a private watchman out to tell him he 
was trespassing on private property and if he 
didn’t go away the watchman would put hand- 
cuffs on his tail and take him off to a dungeon 
cell. The fortifications extended along the en- 
tire water front of chicago and thousands of 
the city’s inhabitants, having never been per- 
mitted to gaze on the lake, believed that it wus 
taken up every evening and put in safety deposit 
vaults until morning.

Park policemen, city policemen, and private 
watchmen prowled relentlessly up and down the 
beach all along the water front on the lookout 
for the bathing criminals and swimming male- 
factors who lurked in alleyways and behind trees 
waiting for a chance to break open the lake 
Only here and there throughout the city were 
brave souls who dared risk the shame and ig- 
nominy of public arrest and possible incarcera- 
tion for life in the Cook county jail by stealing 
forth by stealth at night and breaking into the 
lake. Along the Lake Shore drive our very best 
people swooned in horror and went into pro- 
longed fits of hysterics at the sight of the 
shameless persons brazenly parading the streets 
in bathing suits disguised by bathrobes or 
winter overcoats. Beautiful women in the great 
Mansions along the north shore would shriek 
“murder” and “ police” when they beheld bath- 
ers wearing costumes that were cut almost as 
low in the neck as the party gowns they wore 
to receptions and dances. 

Only here and there on the lower part of 
the north side and along the water front of the 
south side were there brave souls who dared 
come forth, even under the sheltering protec- 
tion of the night, dressed in a neat going away 
lake suit. On Ontario street old Doc Smal- 
ley, the w. k. dentist, whose profession made 
him insen-ible to the anguish of others, calmly 
paraded now and then down to the lake, deaf to 
the shrieks of startled residents, scandalized 
beyond measure bé@cause the doc’s bathing suit 
revealed his cunngmg little knees whenever the 
free winds tossed aside the folds of his Father 
Hubbard and displayed his two piece bathing

tion on the part of conventional souls, never- 
theless, walked right down to the lake every 
night and plunged recklessly in, and when the 
police would bid her come forth she would sing 
the jewel song from Faust In high C and so 
charm the ears of the listening constabulary 
that, forgetting, Mike the crafty Ulysses, the 
precaution of stopping their ears with wax, 
they would become so dazed and entranced 
they would be unable to arrest any swimmers 
for three hours.

But these were only isolated blows for free 
dom and the lake. Up in Edgewater the pa- 
triots joined in a determined stand to secure 
the blessings of the lake to themselves and to 
their posterity to the end of time, In Edge- 
water patriots defiantly attired themselves in 
bathing suits and walked right down the street 
to the lake and broke their way in without 
compunction. 

Private watchmen would dash at them, yell- 
ing “Private property, private beach, private 
lake, private air, stand back or I fire.” But the 
brave Edgewater patriots would simply smile 
and murmur, “ Officer, he’s in again,” a popu- 
lar saying of the period, indicating great scorn. 

When an trate owner of private property 
would dash forth and say “ Quit using up my 
lake; how dare you wear out by beach,” the 
Edgewater Sons and Daughters of Liberty and 
Cleanliness and Health would answed: 

“Come, Cuthebert, splash me, splash me, 

O, splash me in the lake.” 

Thus the war went on until at last it was 
no longer considered a crime to bathe in Lake 
Michigan. Public bathing beaches multiplied 
until at last the whole great lake front became 
one great open beach, as free to all the people 
as the blue sky over their heads or the soft 
winds of the afr. 

But those who enjoy privileges today that 
were unknown fifty years ago must not forget 
that Edgewater was the cradle of liberty, the 
place in which was born the sturdy spirit of in- 
dependence that’ culminated in the storming of 
the lake, the breaking down of the locks and 
bars that held it from the people and giving it 
tc all the people for all time. /

RS. FREMONT OLDER’S. “ESTHER 
DAMON” (Scribner's) is the story of

The characters are sym- 
pathetically and therefore. convincingly drawn, 
and the story with its vivid pictures of village 
life is one that is almost certain of a respectful 
hearing

Oliver Onions tried to be subtle and psycho- 
logic in his new novel, “THE EXCEPTION ” 
(Lane); he has succeeded in being much of a 
bore. Every sentence, every laugh, every ges- 
ture even, of every one of the dozen and more 
characters is explained or analysed with weary- 
ing repetitions of detail. The story itself, were 
it more attractively garbed, might have been 
passably entertaining, for it is different in plot 
from many others. “THE EXCEPTION” is a 
young woman who, having tasted the fullness 
of love eurreptitiously in her early youth, views 
life without any romantic illusions. But as 
she views it also without any bitterness, her 
aloofness and dispassionateness are regarded 
with admiration by all her friends, who look 
upon her with a wonder bordering upon rever- 
ence.

Though bearing the identical titlé, Joseph 
Lincoln’s “THE WOMAN HATERS” (Apple- 
ton’s) is not the same piece of writing that 
appeared as a short story in one of the periodi- 
cals recently, for the guthor tells us that when 
he came to rewrite the first story he realized 
that he had overlooked so much that virtually 
a new novel has resulted. Those who read the 
short story may be interested to see how Mr. 
Lincoln has changed it, but those who come 
to the novel with minds unbiased will have 
nothing to complain of on the score of enjoy- 
ment or diversion. 

At the beginning the book is humorous almost 
to the exclusion of everything else, the two men 
who for several chapters are the only chardao- 
ters to claim the reader’s attention indulging 
in conversation that would put professional 
wags, wits, and interlocutors to shame. But 
after a time, when one is wondering how much 
longer it will be possible to keep the laugh up- 
permost, the serious element of the story en- 
ters, which tells how it is that two such effer- 
vescing souls should hate anything, especially 
women. Of course there would have been no 
story if they had continued in their benighted 
condition, and so the rest of the book tells h 
that power which made women beautiful and 
attractive managed so that two particular 
women should assume their rightful places in 
the lives of these two men. 

The story is using and diverting, even 
though the end is so obvious as to arouse no 
curtosity in the mind of the experienced novel

Mrs. Acneas Gunn's “WH OF THE NEVER- 
NEVER” (Macmillan) is a story of life beyond 
the bush in, South Africa. It could perhaps not 
be called a literary achievement, but it is filled 
with that spirit of comradeship and brotherly 
sympathy that assures ft a place in the hearts 
of those who read it. Mrs. Gunn went as a 
bride to that country where few if any women 
ever ‘go, and in the eyes of the rough though 
chivalrous men there she “made good.”

Nevertheless one feels all 
along that it is a hypothetical case, interesting 
largely because Mr. Trent has indicated the 
many ramificatiohs, the many almost countlesss 
spreaders from one act which required but a few 
minutes perhaps in the doing.

“ZOB, THD DANCER” (John Lane company) 
is the story of the life of a young girl who after 
fifteen years of convent training gets out into 
the world and as a dancer wins loud plaudits. 
In the course of her career she makes many 
friends and has many experiences, though the 
fact that some of her associates call her a prude 
indicates that her life is without the revolting 
sordidness which so many attach to the profes- 
sion. 

The unfortunate part of it al! is, however, so 
far as the success of the book goes, that Miss 
Wild has tried to be so “awfully funny” with 
the result that the adverb is more deeply im- 
pressed upon the readers’ consciousness than the 
adjective. For like many who are obsessed with 
continual seeking for bon mots, the author has 
not always been guided by a 4iscriminating 
taste but has let her desires run riot, marvring 
what few graces her story possessed: Consider- 
ing the mechanical side of the book, it is much 
the most charitable view to believe that by some 
oversight it completely escaped the proofread- 
ers’ attention.

Economical Housekeeping.

, A Stray Tomato. ; 


HE tomato is one of the’ vegetables that 
it is difficult to spoil in the cooking. And 
yet tomatoes are often unattractivedy 
served. Tomatoes are now expensive and 
again inexpensive during the summer wp 

to the time of the overflowing abundance of the 
fall ripening. Not long since they were 25 cents 
& pound and poor and hard to get at that A 
grocer remarked, in reference to the latter facts, 
that they were consistent with the price, for if 
they were good and plentiful they would be sell- 
ing at 6 cents a pound. The beauty of the te 
mato is being more and more appreciated. In 


the exclusive markets we find it packed with an | 


Outline of ferns or cool leaves and when all ia 
the box or basket are matched in size the whele 
is ornamental. 

Of all the good ways of cooking the tomate 
the one least used is that delicious way of fry 
ing it. Even the green tomato is good fried 
and in any case this vegetable must not be over 
ripe if it is to be thus treated or the slices will 
fall to pieces in the pan. They must be firm 
and it is necessary to leave the skin on and cut 
them rather thick. 

_- 

The further preparation of the slices de 
pends upon the taste of the one doing the work. 
but the whole operation must be daintily doneor 
the dish.or garnishment—fried tomatoes afé 
used in both ways—will be a failure. They 
may be fried in butter or butter flavored with s 
few drops of onion juice, with only a sprinkling 
of salt and pepper, or dipped in crumbs or flour. 
In the former case they must be turned often 
and taken out before they begin to break. Teo 
the butter in the pan is then added a tabdle 
spoon of flour, stirring until the two form 6 
bubbling paste, and then half a pint of thin 
cream with a pinch of soda, the whole stirred 
until thick and smooth with a little salt and 
white pepper. The tomatoes which have been 
kept hot are then put in the sauce and thé 
whole allowed to boll up once.

Ohicago, July 10.—[ Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Nine “ practical information’ quizzes ap- 
peared in THw TRIBUN®D relative to the kind 
and degree of schooling essential to fithigh 
schgol pupils for business careera They 
were worthy thd attention of all business 
men. I will refer to only one specialty, that 
of typewriting from dictation or from a not 
very legible manuscript. 

In my experience I find many poor spell- 
ers. And why? The “word” method iIn- 
stead of the “spelling "’ method, as taught 
in our pubilo schools, appears to be the rea- 
gon for the defect. Again, they are de 
ficient in the division of syllables and equally 
lame in punctuation. These are elementals 
and should be understood by pupils before 
they enter the high school. Many parents 
say: “Our children do not learn to spell.” 

Those of us who learned by the “ old fash- 

loned “ or old fogy way—spelled every word 
by letter and divided the syllables, pro- 
nouncing each one separately—and attended 
the contest spelling schools, were generally 
proficient in this most desirable and useful 
art. What argument can be brought for- 
ward in favor of the word method? Is i 
for economy or time saving? If it can be 
sproven that the pupils learn to read the 
printed page more readily and rapidly, more 
eloquently and with a better understand- 
ing of the sentiment and meaning of the 
auther, well and good, which is questiona- 
ble. 

But suppose they can read acceptably and 
fluently, if they are deficient in spelling they 
cannot be good stenographers or typewrit- 
ers. As conditions are today the query, 
“Teachers want to know what troubles 
business men most,” in Taz Trisuns of 
July 8, is pertinent and timely.

A reprimand from the smoke in- 
spector for the first offense, a fine for the 
second, cancellation of license for the third 
would do the business. Good results warrant 
the means. 

Better wages may have to be paid, but it 
may be that the saving of coa! will make up 
the difference.

Yale-Harvard Team Choice 


Over Cambridge-Oxford 
Squad on Past Work. 


BRITONS STRONG IN RUNS. 


Americans Look Best in Sprints 
end Hurdles, with Honors 
Even fn the Fick... 


Vor the fourth time since the proposition 

mateh the boasted prowess of the Amer- 
foan college athictes with that of the Eng- 
Mish universtty men was first mutually ac 
seepted twelve years ago the merger forces 
ot Harvard and Yale will meet e Cambridge 
Oxford combination today in London. 

In the last two of the three similar con- 
teste the Englishmen have been beaten 
easily, 12 points to 6, and in the first meet, 
in 1898, they barely won by the margin of 
one point Notwithstanding thie showing, it 
was the Englishmen who renewed the idea 
of @ meeting thie year. Harvard and Yale 
promptly accepted, and on June 24 eighteen 
sprinters, runners, jumpers, and weight 
throwers—the pick of the track teame of the 
two universities—embarked at New York for 
another invasion of England. Late reports 
from New Brighton, the seaside resort near 
London, where the invaders have had ten 
Gays’ training, indicate no ill luck to blight 
the assurance of conquest. 

Only two of the eighteen competitors who 
have gone to England won a first plece in 


the intercollegiate. They are Chisholm and Holden 

of Yale, who won the 120 yards high hurdles and 

the running broad jump, respectively. 
Comparison Favors Yankees. 

The comparison is decidedly favorable to Yan- 
see success. As in former contests, nine events 
are on the program, and fn all but two the Harvard- 
Yale men boast of better past performances than 
@re reported from the Oxford-Cambridge camps 
this year.

Corn Acreage Largest on Record.

SPATE MAKES BIG GAIN IN 
ANNUAL PRODUCTION OF COKE 


Figures Compiled by United States 
Geographical Survey Shows a Large 
Advance in Industry. 


Washington, D. C., July 10—In 1910 the 
coke output of Illinois, according=¢o statis- 


\tics compiled by the United States geological 


survey, was 1,514.504 tons, an increase of 
237,548 tons, or 18.6 per cent. from 1909 and 
more than four times the output for 1908. 
Illinois became fourth in rank among the 
coke producing states: 

The value of the product increased from 
$5,361,510 in 1969 to $6,712,550 in 1910, a gain 
of 2.2 per cent. The average price per ton 
advanced trom $4.20 to $4.43.

Commer4ial Representatives Ob- 
ject to 40 Inch Trunk Edict. 


BUSINESS MEN WILL ACT. 


Appoint Committee to Get Railways to 
Reconsider Baggage Innovation. 


my fight upon the proposed new baggage 


rule adopted by the railroads imposing a 
limit of 40 inches on trunks to be carried. 
free as baggage was planned at a conference 
of representatives of leading commercial 
organizations and trunk manufacturers of 
the country held yesterday at the La Galle 
hotel. “~*~ 

The new rule which has aroused protests 
fram wholesale merchants and jobbers is 
intended to be put into effect on Jan. 1, 
although it was incorporated in the new 
genera] uniform rules that went into effect 
May 1. It also provides that no trunks over 
7@ inches in length shall be received as bag- 
gage at all and imposes a charge equa! to the 
excess baggage rate for 10 pounds for each 


puch of length over @#. 


The conference was called by the Chicago 
Association of Commerce. Resolutions were 
passed declaring the new rule unjust and\un- 
reasonable, and providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to confer with the 
raflroade seeking a compromise. Failing 
to induce the roade to agree to a limit of 
5O inches or more the committee is authorized 
to file a complaint with the interstate com- 
merce commission. The committee was also 
instructed to seek a postponement of any 
such rule until Jan. 1, 1913, and to seek a 
reduction of the excess rate for truhks over 
the agreed limit. 

Committee Represents Many Cities. 

Geérge C. Ebeling of thé local wholesale 
millinery house of Gage Bros. acted as 
chairman of the conference, and was selected 
as chairman of the committee, which is to 
consist of representatives to be chosen by 
the commercial interests of Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Buffalo, Nashville, New 
York, Minneapolis, Kansas City, and Den- 
ver. 

Although the railroads assert their rule 
is an attempt to stop the use of large sample 
trunks andj odd shaped wardrobe trunks 
which take up the space of four ordinary 
trunks in a baggage car, several speakers 
condemned the roads roundly for seeking to 
increase their revenues. It was declared 
that the trunk manufacturers will suffer 
great loss by having to change the style of 
their trunks, and that large wholesale 
houses, particularly the clothing and mil- 
linery trades. would be obliged to discard 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
the large sized trunks now used by their 
commercial travelers. 

Many were in favor of an immediate ap- 
peal to the interstate commerce commission, 
as the roads have refused to change their 
restriction except In eastern trunk line ter- 
ritory, where the limit has been changed to 


forty-five inches. 
Think Order Partially Right. 
“Others declared that the roads were right In 
seeking to impose some regulation of the large 
trunks but thought Yhe excess charge unreason- 


able and prohibitory. 
‘*y think it must be conceded that the railroads 


are within their rights In imposing a regulation, 
but the rates must be reasonable,”’ said Chairman 
Ebeling. 

Fred L. Gross, president of the Travelers’ Pro- 
tective association, took an opposite view. H. C. 
Barlow, traffic director of the Association of Com- 
merce, said that only through the interstate com- 
merce commission could a reasonable rule be per- 
manently established. .

HEAT SHORTENS PEA CROP; 
CANNED GOODS IN ADVANCE.

Get—Dried Fruits Inactive—Prunes 
Maintain Place, 


Peas continue to occupy the center of Inter- 
est in the canned goods market, jobbers 
having learned a lesson from the 1910 sea- 
gon, when the shortage was so pronounced 
as a result of early damage that the article 
remained firm throughout the year. 

The demand is more active than it has 
been for years at this season, and the supply 
of early varieties is said to be the shortest 
in years, owing to extremely dry weather 
while the crop was maturing. Another feat- 
ure that adds to the firmness of the article 
is the fact that the new pack came on a 
market virtually bare 


Production Geuerally Less. 

Delaware Maryland, and other states in the 
southern district produced far less than was fe- 
quired to cover contragts for early Junes, while 
New York state and the middle west packed only 50 
per cent or even less of an average in Alaskas. 

This state of affairs forced packers who had sold 
futures freely to other markets to cover their re- 
quirements. According to information from Indi- 
ana, New York packers have invaded that field for 
this purpose, although the Indiana pack of early 
peas is placed at 60 per cent less than a normal crop. 

Owing to the unfavorable outlook for canned ap- 
ples packers have withdrawn future quotations on 
that article. 

Oanned Peaches Advance. 


Prices of canned lemon cling peaches have again 
advanced as a result of scarcity and a more active 
demand. 

Little is doing in canned sardines, although it is 
known that the pack will probably be unusually 
short this season. Demand for canned salmon con- 
tinues good, with prices firmly maintained. 

There is noi much activity in dried fruits except 
prunes. Some packers have withdrawn their fyture 
quotations on Oregon Italians by notifying their 
agents to accept no further business for the present.
